— The following is a part of a 
splendid address delivered by Dr. 
Albert H. Walker, president oflbe 
Florida State School for the Deaf and 
the Blind at the recent meeting of the 
Knights of Pythias, in the presence of 
President- Fleet and Mrs. Warren G. 
Harding, who were guests of honor: 

" A day for toil, an hour for sport, 
But for a friend life is too short." 

The theme of my short address 
will dwell upon a subject as old as 
humanity itself is old ; a theme upon 
which kingdoms flourish when nour- 
ished by it; a theme upon which 
kingdoms fallfand decay for lack of 
It, and this is Fribndsuii>. 

"Friendship, mysterious cement of the 

souls, 
Sweetener of life, and soldier of society, 
I owe thee much: thou hast deserved from 

me 
Par, far beyond what I can ever pay." 

Sin commemorating this the fifty- 
seventh anniversary of the birth of 
Pythianism, our hearts should force 
glorious hallelujahs to our lips for 
the great love-impulse which found 
lodgement in the heart and soul of 
that great man, our founder, Justus 
H. Rathbone, and, which developed 
and which rapidly bore an abundant 
harvest in the birth of this splendid 
order. 

And at no time in the history of 
our country was there greater need 
of many clasping hand with fellow- 
man in the everlasting ties of 
Friendship. A nation rent asunder 
in internecine strife, bleeding and 
prostrate after a four years' bitter 
strife. And all this in a land of 
freedom, more suited to a shepherd's 
song. But we were saved — and 
saved in large part through the great 
virtue of friendship— a friendship 
militant and strong— a friendship 
made doubly strong by the fraternal 
vows of this order. We were not 
saved by despair. 

In 1864 the hungry and starving 
heart was fallow ground for the 
sowing of seeds of friendship in our 
country. Far-seeing and noble-vi- 
sioned, our great founder took advan- 
tage of the opportunity to establish 
this great order which has ever 
thrived, and today, on its 57th 



birthday, stands bigger and broader 
and firmer than ever. The fire of 
enthusiasm in the order never burns 
to a glow; it ever remains a heaven- 
reaching flame, fed by the enthusiasm 
of this great band of exemplifiers of 
the sweet and sacred historical 
romance of Damon and Pythias; a 
romance based upon friendship, 
sublime interpreter of the human 
heart. 

The bond of friendship in its an- 
cient significance is the same emo- 
tion or sentiment as it is today 
Friendship in the beginning of hu- 
man creation is the same friendship 
we find today. It is characteristically 
and morally unchangeable. The 
same yesterday, today and forever. 

From the time of the cruel tryraut 
Dionysius to the present day man 
has not added one cubic inch to his 
moral stature, nor a single musical 
note to the rhythmic beating of his 
heart. Some of the most beautiful 
idyls ever written were given to us 
over four thousand years ago, and 
how melodious are they with the 
sweet music of friendship! How- 
eloquent with noble and impassioned 
speech! How full of the milk of 
human kindness! And our hearts 
beat today in unison with those idyls 
and romances of ancient years. 

Thrusting the hand of friendship 
through the black clouds of despair 
makes for eternal happiness And so 
let us hug the great virtue of Friend* 
ship close to our breast as we go 
meandering upon the rugged high- 
way of life — holding our eyes beyond 
the ever-burning stars — and praying 
daily for strength to disseminate this 
friendship to human hearts sorely in 
need of succor — friendship so beauti- 
ful and so satisfying! 

We can not measure friendship. 
Out of the deepest recesses of every 
heart it can flow in immeasurable 
torrents. Open then, brothers and 
friends, the well-springs of your 
hearts in daily contact with your fel- 
lowman, until out of the great abun- 
dance of friendship given, will roll 
back into your life the golden song 
of the Psalmist when he sings — 

" I will walk within my house with 
a perfect heart."

This does not mean that before 

isii there was no such thing as a 

postal system. The sending of 
letters by post had beet! inaugural- 
oil some centuries before. Bui prior 
to 1841 the sonde! of a letter did 
not have lo affix a slanip to it nor 
pay any money lo have it forwarded. 

it was the recipient's privilege to 
pay 1 he cost of postage or refuse to 
lake the loiter, as he saw fit. The 
system in operation befoie the In 

troduetion of postage stamps Was 
very much like tin* sending of par 
eels by expioss collect. 

Naturally it was bound to result 
in widespread cheating of the Gov- 
ernment In fact, under tins old 
system, the operation of ft postal de- 
partment isy a government was sis 
unprofitable that oven with a charge 
of as much as twenty-live cents for 

a domestic letter the Government 

was losing money. 

A common method for cheating 
the Government was for the eender 

and the recipient of letters to ar- 
range beforehand a method by which 

the latter would know the contents 
of the message without having to 
pay the cost of the postage. 

it was the discovery of such a 
Irish that led Sir Rowland Hill, au 
Englishman, lo whom oredit for the 

introduction of the postage Stamp

After five years of warfare, peace 
has come to us at last.

unemployed In Germany is greater 
than ever. In Berlin there are at 
the present time 400,000 unemploy- 
ed, among whom, unfortunately, are 
many deaf-mutes. Moreover, in 
times of business depression, the 
latter are the first to be discharged 
by their employers and the last to 
be re-employed. Many have been 
out of work for many weeks, are 
without funds, and therefore must 
and die. The children of 

deaf-mute parents sutler most, due 

to the fact that during the war they 
Were greatly undernourished and 
Still very much underfed. The 
Christmas Season is now approach- 
ing, but the deaf-mutes of Germany 
will not have an opportunity to 
celebrate the Yuletide festival. 

I, therefore, most urgently u- 
quest that American deaf-mutes re- 
spond readily to this very imiKsr- 
tant appeal, and that they kindly 
send their contributions tome, which 
will be distributed indiscriminately 
among the needy and suffering 
mutes ot ( icnnany. 

The low rate of exchange of the 
German mark will make it possible 
to distribute a considerably large 
sum to the local poor. 

Trusting that this appeal will 
meet with a hearty response on the 
part of American deaf-mutes, I re-

Severn I 
months ago, surveys of the school 
here were made by several depart- 
ments of State. This week that of 
Public Instruction was received, 
signed by Mr. EL B. Mawes, Certifica- 
tion Clerk, and Mr. George K Twiss, 
High School Inspector. The salient 
points in its conclusions are; — 

"Before making definite reoom- 

niendations, 1 wish to commend the 
school in many particulars. The 
school as a whole In appearance and 
presentation could not be belter. 
The management is blghlj < fflolenl ; 
the discipline ami school life eXcells 

that of most schools There Is a 

sufficient number of teachers, which 
is unusual in any institution. 
There are a few teachers doing most 
excellent work and many teachers 
doing good work. The school equip 
ment in general is sufficient for its 
needs). 

My specific recommendations are : 

1. The school should be located 

near the center of the state Good 

farming laud should be chosen, so 
that agriculture may be successful ly 
and profitably taught 

2. All pupils should be housed in 

cottages rather than In dormitories. 

:S. The school, the hospital, and 
the administrative offices should be 
in separate buildings 

4. The school curriculum should 
lie constructed to include the regular 
four-year high school course. 

5 Oral pupils should be segre 
gated and should not be taught by 
manual teachcis at miy lime. 

6. Teachers should receive a 
salary commensurate with the work 
they are doing. The salary should be 
greater by $150 to $000 than that of 

a similar position in the nearest 
public school 

7. The teachers in all institutions 

should be regularly oertifloated, and 

in Hddilion should be especially 
trained for their work. 

8. There should be a supervisor 
for each division of the educational 
system, and most especially for vo- 
cational courses. 

9. All vocational courses should 
be organized to develop skill, know- 
ledge, and initiative. Eaofa pupil 

should i»o permitted to choose big 

own project. 

10. Agriculture should constitute 
a great share of the vocational BtU 
dies, as farming offers pleasant, pro- 
tective, and profitable employment 

11. Boys and girls should attend 
their local school for I he deaf, if it 
is possible, and so remain at home, 
during the week end 

12. There should be a revision 

of the truancy law, making it com 
pulsory for all .leaf fiom the age of 
to 18 inclusive, to attend some 
where a school for the deal. They 
should be permitted to attend school 
until they graduate or reach the age 
of 21. Ohio has such I law. 

1$, A three year training course 
for teachers should be established. 
The courses could be given in largo 
part at the Ohio Slate Univeisily. 
The senior year should lie spent in 
residence at the Stale School for the 

Deaf. 

II There hhould be a slate su- 
pervisor for all schools authorised 
■oder Section 7755 of the General 

School Code, who could also havo 
supervision of all slate school, doing 
similar work. 

15. There should be a boarding 

school established for deaf oh i Id ten 

under school age, in order that 
speech, lip reading, and the power 



of thought may be more rapidly 

developed find SO facilitate the early 
return of pupils to their home 
communities for the benefit of local 
schooling and parental care.

Dr. Edward Jrnner. 

Edward Jon tier was born May 17. 
1749. at Berkeley, Glonc'ester-shire, 
England, where he died January 26, 
1823. He was first apprenticed to 
Daniel Ludlow, a surgeon of Sod- 
burg, and in 1770 became a pupil of 
John Hunter iu London, whore he 
received the best part of his edu- 
cation. In 1773, Jenner returned to 
his native town to practice surgery, 
which he later abandoned for medi- 
clue, graduating in 1792 at the Uni- 
versity of St. Audrows. 

Me made an extensive study of 
the tubercles fouud in human lungs, 
which he considered as hyatids. 
These curious reseat dies would 
have beeu sufficient to attract atten- 
tion by their novelty if Jenner had 
not made himself immortal in dis- 
covering vaccination, compared 
with which all his other titles to 
glory vauisli. Erudites have claim- 
ed that he got his idea through Dr. 
Pew from Radaud Pommier, a 
French missionary from Montpelier, 
who is said to have witnessed vac- 
cination iu India. It is more pro- 
bable, however, that Jenner, who 
had made some previous observa- 
tion on cow pox, followed the ad vice 
Of his friend, John Hunter, iu study- 
ing that disease In relation to small- 
pox. Ho made his first experiment 
May 14, 1796, vaccinating young 
James Philips with lymph collected 
from the vesicles of cow-pox on the 
hand of Sarah Nehnes. The boy 
contracted cow-pox and proved re- 
fractory two months later to the in- 
oculation of smallpox. It was thus 
that the benefits of vaccination were 
discovered. 

In 1798, Jenner pioclaimed his 
discovery to the world. Unlike 
other men of geu u« he met vety 
little opposition. On the contiary, 
Parliament voted £10,000 in 1802, 
and £20,000 more in 1806, to indem- 
nify him for his labors in promoting 
vaccination. Monuments were 
erected to him in vsrious countries 
and he lived long enough to see vac- 
cination adopted in the whole civiliz- 
ed world.
